Sydney Yearling 
Sales a Success 


MELBOURNE 

Adolph Basser, an elderly Sydney 
jeweler, made the news at the Sydney 
yearling sales the first week in April when 
he purchased three colts for 9,200 guineas 
(about $31.096, calculating the Austra- 
tralian guinea at $3.38). They will all 
be trained at Randwick by Maurice Mc- 
Carten. Mr. Basser has not been inter- 
ested in racing very long, but if his colts 
turn out all right he will not lose because 
he bets well. 

Mr. Basser’s first venture was to pay 3.- 
300 guineas for a magnificent colt by 
Valiant Chief (by Heroic, sire of *Ajax) 
from the Parenthesis mare Bandrol. This 
colt is a half brother to a grand little 
stayer named Bannerette (by Solar Bear) 
as well as being a full brother to Valiant 
Crown, winner of the last AJC Derby. 

Next buy was again for 3,000 guineas. 
This one was a brown colt by Midstream 
(by Blandford) from Gazza, a daughter 
of the Dark Ronald horse Magpie. which 
has done so much for the breeding in- 
dustry in this country. Third purchase, 
at 2.600 guineas was a colt by Midstream 
from Passage, which is by Salamis, a son 
of Phalaris. Top price of the Sydney 
sales was 4.500 guineas (about $15,210) 
for a colt by Le Grand Due (son of *Blen- 
heim 2nd) from Heiress, which is by 
Posterity (son of Son-in-Law) from Epi- 
sode by Limond. 

This colt was bought by Mr. R. Coward, 
a well known pastoralist (rancher to you), 
and is a splendid type, befitting the high 
price paid for him. Bernborough’s former 
owner, A. O. Romano, was the under- 
bidder. 

Steve Murphy. of Melbourne, paid 2,500 
guineas for a lovely filly by Midstream 
from Suffragette, which is by Double Re- 
move (by Felstead) from Heckle, by Con- 
stant Son. This filly is a sister to Moon- 
beam, which was a brilliant 2-year-old in 
Melbourne but a failure afterwards. 

First day of the Sydney sales realized 
a turnover of 95,835 guineas, which was 
an all-time record for one day in any 
Australian city. The average for the first 
day was 622 guineas, as against 654 last 
year. 

The first-day consignment by Percy 
Miller, owner of the famous Kia-Ora Stud 
in the Hunter River Valley country of 
New South Wales, was indeed a credit 
tohim. He sold 12 yearlings for a total 
of 28.900 guineas, or a remarkable aver- 
age of 2.406 guineas. It was the answer

Bull Brier’s dam won the Aberdeen and 
Pimlico Nursery Stakes. His grandam. 
Rose of Roses, also produced the stakes 
winner Rhinock, her only other foal be- 
sides Rose Eternal.

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Experiment on a New Way to Kill Potato Bugs 


NE of the most admired and least admirable characters 

in American history is the rascal who advertised that 
for a small consideration he would send a sure killer for 
potato bugs. When the sure killer came, as everybody 
knows, it consisted of two small wood blocks. The direc- 
tions said to place the bug on one of the blocks and press the 
other firmly down upon it. 

This was a very funny joke when it concerned potato 
bugs. Of course, we use precisely the same technique in 
handling criminals, but you hardly ever hear anybody laugh- 
ing about it. We have been doing it so long that it seems 
altogether proper. 

California’s Governor Warren last year set some able 
men to work on the problem. He wanted to see whether 
anything better than the potato bug method could be devised 
for reducing the number of criminals and their influence. 

In beginning such an investigation one of the most ob- 
vious places to look was the wire service which furnishes 
betting information to handbooks. 


Gangsters control it. 
The law protects it. 


The nation’s biggest utilities give it 
better service than they give the nation itself. The press 
is under obligation to it. So is radio, in many instances. It 
has virtually unlimited financial, and virtually imperceptible 
moral, resources. For its attackers it has a sting which is 
not conducive to long terms in office or, sometimes, on this 
earth. It produces criminals because crime does pay. 

Under Governor Warren’s plan, the St. George to this 
dragon was the California Public Utilities Commission. The 
Commission heard evidence from many sources. After an 
involved preliminary skirmish in the San Francisco area, 
last week it picked up a broadsword and took a mighty cut. 

The Commission, on April 6, issued an order to all tele- 
phone and telegraph companies doing business in California. 
It instructed such companies to refuse service to any appli- 
cant or subscriber when there is reasonable cause to believe 
such service is to be used in violation of the law. 

The Commission had to define what it takes to constitute 
“reasonable cause to believe.’ The way the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle reported it, “ ‘reasonable cause’ can be es- 
tablished »erely through a written notice from a law en- 
forcement agency.” (Italics ours; this isn’t very mere.) 


The Chronicle quoted Commissioner Harold P. Huls, 
who presided over the hearings, as saying that the decision 


“Severs the life cord of the bookmaking industry in Califor- 
nia.” The decision said that bookmaking “promotes gang- 


sterism, contributes to delinquency and non-support, and 


fosters within the public itself a disrespect for law enforce- 
ment. 


On April 9 a statement was issued in New York: 


Judge James E. Dooley, president of the Thorough- 
bred Racing Associations, announced today that the 
TRA is gratified at the action taken by California Gov- 
ernor Earl Warren’s special crime study commission 
on organized crime, the attorney general, and the Cali- 
fornia Public Utilities Commission in stopping tele- 
phone and telegraphic sports wire service to book- 
makers. 

The TRA is opposed to the operation of wire serv- 
ices to bookmakers. This attitude is reflected in Sec- 
tion IV of the TRA Code of Standards, which prohibits 
any member track from furnishing facilities to any 
wire service which directly or indirectly services book- 
makers, betting commissioners, or other agents or em- 
ployees. 

Judge Dooley, in commenting on this situation, 
stated that the Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau 
has furnished its complete files on these wire services 
to the California authorities. He also revealed that a 
special representative of the TRPB has testified before 
the Public Utilities Commission. 

Judge Dooley expressed the hope that other states 
will follow the action taken by California in attempting 
to suppress these wire services which have specialized 
in furnishing information to bookmakers. 


For their brave whack, the California authorities had 
approval and applause from the most important American 
race tracks, through their strong association. If the Cali- 
fornia plan works, it will almost certainly spread to other 
important states. 


But whether the stroke “severs the life cord” or simply 
whistles through the air remains to be seen. The service is 
not so fragile that it curls up and dies when you write some- 
thing on a piece of paper. The California authorities have 


just begun to fight. Let us hope they have the stomach to 
see it through.

Campbell Right the First Time; 
Tote Is Now Figuring the Odds 


New YorK 

The Experimental Handicap weights 
slid off the end of John B. Campbell’s 
pencil last January. The Jamaica Handi- 
cap weights were prepared by the same 
substantial gentleman on April 9. There 
was a notion that it might be interesting to 
see what changes of opinion three months 
had brought to Mr. Campbell, and then 
to twit him about them. 

It turns out that there is virtually no 
twitting material. Citation was not 
weighted for the Jamaica, but if he had 
he would obviously have been at the top. 
But Better Self, second in the Experi- 
mental (Relic was tied with him, but is 
now out of training) supplies a fixed point. 
Well, My Request was a pound under him 
in the Experimental, and he’s in the same 
spot in the Jamaica. Among other top- 
weights there are some changes, but 
they're nearly all minor. 

Ace Admiral and Royal Blood have 
each gone up a pound, with reference to 
Better Self and My Request. Star Bout, 
Riverlane, and Nearway have gone down 
two. Phar Mon, Vulcan’s Forge, and Up 
Beat have dropped three, and Whirling 
Fox, after his licking on April 6, dropped 
four. 

This makes the Jamaica a remarkably 
exact approximation of the Experimental 
weights. A few of the horses involved 
haven’t raced yet this year, but most of 
them have, and the similarity in the two 
handicaps suggests that they ran to the 
weights set on them in January. 


Incidentally, Mr. Campbell disposed of 
a suggestion made by the writer that, 
since so many South American horses were 
coming up, he ought to write a race for 
them. He says he got an unanswerable 
objection from Alfred Vanderbilt. “There 
are already plenty of races for South 
American horses,” said Mr. Vanderbilt. 
“They're called stakes.” 


NO BUTTONS. On Thursday, April 8, 
for the first time anywhere, the American 
Totalisator Company put into operation at 
Jamaica a new device, now known as the 
Automatic Electronic Odds Computing De- 
vice. There is no use looking at it unless 
you are an electronic engineer, because it 
is just a wall of small coils, dials, and 
pointers, with wires. But it will calculate 
and put on the odds board, in a minimum 
of ten seconds, the odds on a field of 
twelve betting units or less. 

The device, on which Oscar Leavy, of 
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the ATC has been working for several 
years. it is entirely automatic. You set it, 
turn it on when the pari-mutuel machines 
open, and with each “flash” or “break” of 
the totalisator board. the device begins to 
say. “click, click. click.” like that, and 
when it has said it twelve times, a new 
slate of odds is up. 

This one is set for a 15 per cent take-out, 
of course, but to make it work in a state 
which takes only 10 per cent, you turn two 
dials and you are in business. It will be 
used in New York the rest of the season, 
and others will be added to totalisator 
equipment elsewhere as soon as they can 
be built. 

The previous system of getting the odds 
up was fast, though it doesn’t sound so 
when you describe it. A machine in the 
calculating room, when requested, flashed 
the total win pool and, as desired, the 
amount bet on each horse. A large and 
carefully worked out chart made it pos- 
sible to run rapidly down a column of 
figures and get the correct odds in maybe 
two seconds. Then the calculator pushed 
one button for the horse’s number, another 
for the odds, and there you were. Do that 
twelve times and you're through the slate. 

But now you don’t push any button at 
all. You could—though this won't be 
done in practice—clear everybody out of 
the calculating room between races, and 
every ninety seconds the totalisator would 
give with a new flash, and the electronic 
computer would put up a new set of odds 
to match untouched by hands. 

Several slightly disconsolate philoso- 
phers have estimated that the progress of 
science will ultimately reduce all human 
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living to the pushing of buttons. If the 
totalisator people supply any indication, 
it may then be possible to eliminate the 
buttons. 


RULES, ANYWAY. Belmont Park 
sent out some green cards during the 
winter—I think they were used to con- 
firm stall reservations, but really I don’t 
remember exactly what was on the front 
of them. On the back was a list of rules 
to govern the stable area. There is no 
question now that Belmont knows how a 
stable area should be run, because they 
were exactly the right rules, about smok- 
ing and about identification, and about 
keeping dogs tied up during training 
hours. They were, in fact, rules that 
trainers have been asking for for many 
years. Now they have them. 

The trouble seems to be that this is all 
they have. Dogs, for instance. It seemed 
to me I saw a good many dogs around 
loose, and old trainers who remember 
Gravesend and Sheepshead Bay tell me 
they can’t remember ever seeing so many 
dogs loose on a race track. It seems about 
the same with the other rules. 

The offenders are, of course, trainers, 
A man will break rule 3, and then howl 
vehemently because someone else breaks 
rule 5. Still there’s hope that Belmont, 
having shown it knows how a track should 
be run by writing the right rules, will 
show it knows how to run a track by en- 
forcing them. But it’s not an odds-on 
betting proposition. 


BLUEGRASS STORM 


A hit-and-run windstorm struck central 
Kentucky early on the morning of April 
8. opening day at Keeneland. It caused 
the death of one groom, the injury of three 
others, the death of three broodmares and 
a foal, and damage to barns and _ trees. 
(See photo on page 137.) 

The dead groom was Arthur Clarence 
Radel. 48, killed when the wind tore the 
room from a stable at Keeneland and 
dropped it-on a nearby tack room where 
he was sleeping. Injuries to the other 
three grooms were not serious. 

The broodmares and the foal were 
killed at Ed Johnstone’s Lexington Stud, 
a few miles from Keeneland. The storm 
demolished a large tobacco barn used for 
stabling the horses. 

Killed were Challa Tryst, in foal to 
*Hunters Moon 4th, and Ariel Gold and 
Gold Tint. Ariel Gold’s colt foal by 
*Hunters Moon 4th and Gold Tint’s filly 
foal by Sweep Like were unhurt. The 
dead foal was by *Hunters Moon 4th— 
Pot dOr, by High Cloud. The mare was 
unhurt. Gold Tint was owned by Mrs. 
Lottie Wolf, of Detroit. The others be- 
longed to Mr. Johnstone. Other mares 
and foals in the barn escaped injury. 

The wind also blew down trees on other 
breeding farms.

STUD NEWS 


Reigh Count Dies 
At Stoner Creek 


Reigh Count, greatest of the great crop 
of race horses foaled in 1925, died Thurs- 
day. April 8, at Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 
Stoner Creek Stud, Paris Ky. A marker 
will be erected over his grave at the farm, 
to remind visitors of a notable career. For 
John and Fanny Hertz it will recall a long 
story. full of satisfaction. 


Reigh Count was bred by the late 
Willis Sharpe Kilmer at Count Manor 
Stud in Virginia. He was by *Sun Briar’s 
obscure brother *Sunreigh, a non-winner 
whose racing was cut short by an abscess 
of the head and whose stud career was 
limited to four small crops. The dam 
was *Contessina, which had run five times 
unplaced and proved a good producer. 
She was by the Irish stallion Count Schom- 
berg out of Pitti (dam of the good racer 
Beppo), by St. Frusquin, next dam Flor- 
ence, by Wisdom. 

In the summer of 1927, when Reigh 
Count had been beaten in his first four 
races, Mr. Kilmer put him on the market, 
first at $5,000. Willie Knapp, who was 
then connected with the stable, told Mr. 
Kilmer he would take the horse at that 
figure, but found the price had moved up 
to $6,500. After Reigh Count had been 
disqualified from a victory and had won a 
maiden race on August 22, the price was 
$10,000. John D. Hertz accepted that 
proposition, was informed that now the 
colt would cost $15,000. The trade was 
made, after Mr. Hertz had turned to walk 
away, at $12,500. . 

First start under Mrs. Hertz’s colors 
was in the Hopeful Stakes, in which Reigh 
Count was 40 to 1 and finished eighth of 
l7 starters. But he was improving rapidly, 
and by the time the year was out he was 
generally accepted as the best 2-year-old 
colt of the season. He granted his stable- 
mate Anita Peabody the courtesy of vic- 
tory in the Futurity, Mack Garner restrain- 
ing him lightly to allow the filly to win 
by a nose. His class shone through plainly 
in his late-season victories in the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes and the Walden Handi- 
cap. 

At three he was unmistakably the best 
of an outstanding lot of colts, though sore- 
ness in his ankles kept him out of action 
from May to August. He won the Ken- 
tucky Derby, the Miller Stakes, Huron 
Handicap, Saratoga Cup (134 miles in 
2:55, a new track record), Lawrence Real- 
ization, and Jockey Club Gold Cup. His 
one defeat was in the Travers Midsummer 
Derby, won by Petee-Wrack. His race, 
one of the year’s biggest upsets, was attri- 
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buted at first to Saratoga’s mud. “Mr. 
Hertz had another explanation: a groom 
admitted later that the colt’s tail was 
braided so tightly that the pain distracted 
him. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hertz sent Reigh Count 
and Trainer Bert Michell to England to 
try for the Ascot Gold Cup of 1929, a 
sporting gesture in which the odds were 
long against them. The colt adjusted 
slowly, was unplaced in his first three 
races, won the 114-mile Coronation Cup, 
then was beaten by Invershin in the Gold 
Cup. He retired to the stud with earnings 
of $168,670 and £2,425. His ladies-first 
courtesy in the Futurity and obvious ill 
luck in other races had kept him from 
becoming the leading money winner among 
American Thoroughbreds. 

For the first six years of his stud career, 
1930-35, he stood at the Hertz estate at 
Cary, Ill., near Chicago. Despite the 
handicap of distance from a concentrated 
breeding area he did well there, getting 
15 stakes winners from the 121 foals in 
his first six crops (Contessa, Ima Count. 
Lady Reigh, Our Count, Conte, Count Ar- 


thur, Count Morse, Her Reigh, Count 
Stone, Grey Count, Rudie, Recoatna, Gov. 
Chandler, Count d’Or, Some Count). His 
get were sound and durable and kept him 
among the leading 20 sires. In 1937 he 
ranked third on the list of leaders. 

In 1936 Reigh Count was moved to 
Arthur B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud at 
Paris, Ky., where he stood until Mrs. 
Hertz’s adjoining Stoner Creek Stud was 
ready for use in 1940. In the first crop 
of foals raised at the new farm was Count 
Fleet, one of the century’s outstanding 
horses, and successor to his sire as head 
of the Hertz stud. 

The other stakes winners of Reigh 
Count’s later years were Darby Danae, 
Anytime, Triplicate, Spangled Game, 
Adonis. He ranked third on the sire list 
again in 1943, when Count Fleet was a 
3-year-old. 

Through 1947 Reigh Count’s get had 
won 1,454 races and earned $2,367,037. 
The average earning of his 254 foals which 
had reached racing age by 1947 (includ- 
ing non-starters) were $9,315, which ranks 
him among the leaders.

Gordon Richards Nears 3.500; 
Karly 3-Year-Old Developments 


LONDON 

A quiet period has been enlivened by 
the ubiquitous Gordon Richards. He has 
been riding in such brilliant form that in 
the course of five days he brought off two 
trebles and three doubles—a total of 12 
winners. He is now well set for heading 
the list of winning jockeys once more, 
and in a few more weeks will be celebrat- 
ing the 3.500th winner of his riding ca- 
reer. In view of the strenuous opposition 
with which he has always had to contend 
that it a wonderful record. It has never 
been approached by any jockey in this 
country. 

The month of March was remarkably 
free from rain, with the result that race 
corses and training grounds are much 
in need of moisture. Not only so but rain 
is badly needed in the breeding paddocks 
for the spring grass. Some of the 2-year- 
olds have been feeling the hard ground 
and a number have had to be put on the 
shelf suffering from sore shins. 


JULIAN. We have not yet seen any of 
the crack 3-year-olds but most of the colts 
are due to have a race prior to the Two 
Thousand Guineas at Newmarket on April 
28. A few of what might be termed the 
minor lights have already appeared and 
none has created such a good impression 
as Julian, a son of Fairfax out of Julia, by 
Tiberius out of Fairlane, by Tetratema. 
Fairfax is a newcomer amongst the stal- 
lions and Julian is one of his first crop. 
When in training Fairfax did not have a 
distinguished career. He failed to win a 
race on the flat when trained in England 
and it was not until he went to Ireland 
as a 4-year-old that he managed to pick 
up a few minor events. His one success 
in England was gained over hurdles. 
There is much to like about his breeding 
as he is by Fairway out of Celiba, who is 
a half sister to Francy Free, the dam of 
Blue Peter, who is also by Fairway. 

Julian won two of his three races as a 
2-year-old and on a first appearance this 
season he disposed of Black Pampas quite 
comfortably at a difference of four pounds 
at Liverpool. Black Pampas had 129 
pounds in the Free Handicap, only four 
pounds below the top-weight, My Babu. 
Early-season form cannot always be taken 
at its face value, but Julian was again con- 
vincing when conceding weight to all his 
rivals at Kempton. He has demonstrated 
the ability to stay a mile well and is now 
to be trained for the Two Thousand Guin-

eas. Gordon Richards has ridden Julian 
this season but will be required for The 
Cobbler in the first of the season’s classic 
races. 


BLACK TARQUIN 10-1. I shall be able 
to tell of some of the more prominent colts 
in my next dispatch as My Babu and 
Birthday Greetings are due to meet at 
Hurst Park on April 10. The Cobbler is 
also due to appear shortly and after they 
have revealed what progress they have 
made since their 2-year-old days there 
will be evidence on which to base an 
opinion. 


Editor’s note. The seven-furlong Henry 
VIil Stakes at Hurst Park April 10 had a 
field of five 3-year-old colts, each under 
126 pounds. Miss Dorothy Paget’s Birth- 
day Greetings (Blue Peter—Clarapple, by 
Apply Sammy) won by a length from 
Straight Play (Straight Deal—Versicle, by 
*Sickle), with First Night (by Wyndham, 
son of *Blenheim 2nd) third, six lengths 
back. 

Unplaced was the American-bred colt 
William Woodward’s The Senator 2nd 
(*Isolater—-Maraschino, by *Sir Galla- 
had 3rd) which had finished unplaced in 
his only start as a 2-year-old. 


At present the ante-post market finds 
My Babu a 3-to-1 favourite for the Two 
Thousand Guineas, with The Cobbler at 
4-to-1, Birthday Greetings 5-to-1, and Pride 
of India and Black Tarquin at 10-to-1. 


For the Derby. My Babu is a 7-to-1 fa. 
vourite with Black Tarquin second in 
demand at 8-to-l. The idea has become 
prevalent that it may be nearer Derby 
day before the magnificent Black Tarquin 
finds his true form. 

At the moment everything is very much 
in the air and it will be safest to give the 
colts a chance to prove themselves on the 
racecourse before passing opinion, 
What I can say is that all the leading 
2-year-olds of last season have at least 
satisfied by the progress they have made 
in a physical sense. The point that has 
now to be put to the test mainly concerns 
the ability to tackle a longer distance than 
was attempted last year. 


MASAKA. Taking them all round, the 
fillies fall far short of the colts in regard 
to ability. The Aga Khan’s Masaka put 
up a sparkling performance when dispos. 
ing of Ash Blonde and Madonna quite 
easily over seven furlongs at Kempton, 
The trio has been handicapped within a 
pound of each other in the Free Handicap, 
but for the present Masaka has to be re. 
garded as the best of them. She had a 
three lengths margin and the extra fur 
long in the One Thousand Guineas should 
not trouble her. She has come early to 
hand and is a filly of delightful action, 
She is one of the light-fleshed type and 
has still to wear a breastplate. 

Masaka was bred by the owner and is 
by Nearco out of Majideh, a daughter of 
*Mahmoud and Qurrat-al-Ain, by Buchan 
out of Harpsichord. Majideh won the 
[rish One Thousand Guineas and _ Irish 
Oaks in 1942 and Masaka is her first liy- 
ing foal. Qurrat-al-Ain was a brilliantly 
speedy 2-year-old when she won the Queen 
Mary Stakes at Ascot. She also won the 


Coronation Stakes at Ascot the following 
year. She is a half sister to *Royal Min. 
strel and *Hairan, who have been at stud 


in U.S.A.

It was also at Kempton that Gordon 
Richards drove Usher home to win the 
Two thousand Guineas Trial Stakes. This 
result was quite unexpected according to 
the market, as the colt drifted out to 100 
to 9 in the betting. That did not prevent 
him from putting in a strong challenge in 
the final furlong to overcome Bramhall 
Phoenix and Henley-in-Arden. Usher was 
what might be termed a useful sort of 2- 
year-old last year but has some way to go 
before he can be put in the top class. 
Usher was bred by the owner, Major 
Lionel Montague, and is by Umidwar out 
of Justice, by Fair Trial, and traces to 
that notable Sledmere mare, Trustful. 


SHY LASS. The Ruth Wood Stakes, 
for 3-year-old fillies, was won by the 
newcomer Shy Lass, a good-looking filly 
owned and bred by Mr. H. J. Joel, only 
son of the late Mr. J. B. Joel. It was in 
the final furlong of this mile race that Shy 
Lass asserted her superiority over Green- 
way. Frank Butters ran two of his good 
fillies of last year in Open Sesame and 
Amina but they were very disappointing. 
and it looks as if he may find nothing 
better than Masaka for the One Thousand 
Guineas. 

Shy Lass has a typical “Joel” pedigree, 
being by that good stayer, Ujiji, winner 
of a war-time Gold Cup, out of Simple 
Maiden, by Coronach out of Stupidity. It 
was from this line that the late Mr. J. B. 
Joel bred so many winners. Absurdity,

dam of Stupidity, was remarkably sucess- 
ful and produced the St. Leger winner 
Black Jester and the One Thousand Guin- 
eas and Oaks winner Jest, who, in turn, 
bred the ill-fated Derby winner Humorist. 
It will be of interest to see how Shy Lass 
trains on though, as I have mentioned, it 
is as well to have early season form con- 
firmed. 


Irish-bred 5-year-old Someo beat some 
better fancied ones in the Rosebery Stakes 
of a mile and a quarter. French-bred 
Patchouly shut up very quickly after 
taking a clear lead in the straight and 
Someo then came through from the rear 
to finish full of running.

KOLPER. The other important handi- 
cap was the Queen’s Prize of two miles. 
It fell an easy prey to Kolper in the hands 
of Gordon Richards. The 5-year-old was 
carrying a five-pound penalty for winning 
at Lincoln on the opening day of the sea- 
son but that did not trouble him. 

Kolper is a horse who wants a tremen- 
dous amount of work at home and a lot of 
driving in his races. The trainer persists 
in telling me that Kolper hates the hard 
ground, but Gordon Richards sent him to 


the front at the start and kept him there 
without anything getting near enough to 
put in an effective challenge. Kolper is 
trained by Tommy Carey. who is now in 
his second season as a trainer after having 
been so successful as a jockey, mainly for 
Miss Dorothy Paget. 

Another ex-jockey in Harry Wragg is 
also making good. He sent four horses 
to Newcastle for the Easter meeting and 
three of them won. No doubt the fourth 
would also have done so but for breaking 
a blood vessel. Bobby Jones, who re- 
tired from riding at the same time as 
Wragg and Carey, has also had a winner 
this season. 


Records Behind Them, Records Ahead 


JoHNNY LONGDEN 
Just ahead, winner No. 3,000. 


Two little Englishmen who soon will be making big headlines are Johnny 
Longden and Gordon Richards. Longden, who has lived most of his life in 
Canada and the United States, will ride his 3.000th winner. He has held the 
American record for years. Richards, who will be 44 years old on May 5, 
soon will move his world record to the 3,500 mark. 

Richards, despite his years, is riding more brilliantly than ever before. 
In 1947 he broke his own record for number of wins in one season, scoring 
with 269 of his 836 mounts, a percentage of .31. At the end of the year he had 
ridden a grand total of 3,481 winners (or a few more, if Continental triumphs 
are included). He had two winners on the first day of the 1948 season, and 
James Park reports in this issue that recently he had 12 winners in five days. 

Gordon Richards, a smiling. square-shouldered, powerful little man, began 
riding in 1920, and this is his twenty-ninth year as a jockey. Apparently it is 
going to be his twenty-first year as England’s leading rider.

My Request, Coaltown Continue; 
Saggy Nicks Citation’s Shield 


The evidence accumulates that a quorum 
of 3-year-olds will be on hand for the 74th 
Kentucky Derby. Citation, the 8-to-1 win- 
ter book favorite, of course will face the 
starter, barring accident. And an increas- 
ing number of emboldened outsiders, com- 
paratively speaking, also will be there. 

Prominent among these will be Ben F. 
Whitaker's My Request. which Handicap- 
per J. B. Campbell placed in the third 
rank in the Experimental Handicap at 122 
pounds, and Pricemaker James J. Carroll 
placed in the fourth division at 15 to 1. 
Canny Max Hirsch has a hopeful named 
Better Self. Bovard, Billings, Salma- 
gundi, Star Bout, Ace Admiral, Riverlane, 
Pennon, and several more may be ready 
for the big effort of May 1. And besides 
Citation, Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm 
stable has a colt named Coaltown which 
apparently has no inhibitions about run- 
ning fast. 

For the moment, My Request has cap- 
tured the horsemen’s fancy. They looked 
at him with interest when he won the six- 
furlong Experimental on April 3. They 
looked again, more intently, when he won 
the 1,;4-mile version of the Jamaica race 
on April 10. 

The son of Requested was an easy four- 
length winner in the short version of the 
Experimental. But the 1,)y-mile division 
was nearer to the Derby distance, and 
therefore was more significant. It turned 
out to be simply a retake, or an exten- 
sion, of the first part, as far as the win- 
ner was concerned. 

My Request got away swiftly, was taken 
back to third as Ace Admiral and River- 
lane fought for the lead. When Riverlane 
had enough, the Whitaker colt quickened 
to pass Ace Admiral nearing the far turn. 
That was the race. My Request went 
under the wire at an easy pace, safe by 
four lengths. Pennon, which had not been 
out since the Santa Anita Derby, early in 
March, came from fifth to second in the 
stretch. Riverlane, which had been second 
in the six-furlong Experimental, finished 
two lengths behind Pennon. 

Jockey Eddie Arcaro, who rode My Re- 
quest in both Experimentals, made a post- 
race observation: “He was good last Satur- 
day, and he was better today.” Trainer 
Jack Conway had had his say before the 
race. They were words a man likes to eat 
for dessert: “I don’t think this will be a 
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horse race. Our colt is good, and we 
know it.” 


COALTOWN. Trainer Ben Jones made 
no pre-race speeches of record before the 
running of the Phoenix Handicap on April 
8, opening day at Keeneland. In the race 
itself. Coaltown spoke eloquently for Calu- 
met and Jones. Against seven rivals, in- 
cluding one 3-year-old, the son of Bull 
Lea won his third consecutive victory of 
the year. His margin at the end of the 
six furlongs was 21% lengths. Nearest to 
him was the 5-year-old George Gains 
(116). to which Coaltown, at 108, was 
giving eight pounds by the scale. Fer- 
vent, part of the Calumet entry, was third. 
a head behind George Gains, which had 
won the Phoenix last year. 

King Bay and Phar Mon made the 
early pace. The former went the first 
quarter in :2245, Phar Mon rounded out

Saggy: caused clockers to stare at their 
watches last spring when he ran 41% fur- 
longs over the Havre de Grace course in 
:5144. It was a new world record. He 
caused jumping eyebrows among 10,634 
spectators and a few million other Turf 
followers when, over the same Havre de 
Grace track. he beat the invincible Cita- 
tion in the six-furlong Chesapeake Trial 
on Monday of this week. 

Whether the son of Swing and Sway 
can repeat his triumph in the 1,';-mile 
Chesapeake Stakes this Saturday will not 
be answered until the race is run.

the half in :461%. Coaltown finished the 
six furlongs in 1:12. 

This was two seconds faster than the 
previous race, won by the 3-year-old filly 
Yesme, also owned by Calumet Farm. 
Among those beaten by the filly were Lou- 
jac, Ringneck, Marvins Tip, Dole, Bubble 
Bim, and Syndicate, all Derby nominees, 

The Keeneland track, while not at its 
fastest, was considerably better than any. 
one thought it would be. Heavy rains had 
preceded the opening of the meeting, and 
a “twister,” accompanied by a battering 
deluge, had struck during the night before 
the opening. 

Ben Jones expressed satisfaction with 
Coaltown’s race. It was the colt’s first 
stakes. and he acquitted himself very well, 
There was no suspicion of a “rattle” jn 
his throat as he walked to the spitbox 
after the unsaddling. (“He's getting 
better,” said Jones.) His next major effort 
will be in the 114-mile Blue Grass Stakes 
on April 22. From this race, in all likeli. 
hood, will come the decision as to his 
future campaign. Unraced at two, he 
has not been farther than six furlongs in 
his three starts this year. If the throat 
abscess that cut off his career’ at two has 
permanently affected his wind, the fact 
probably will become known when he tries 
to go the nine furlongs of the Blue Grass. 


BEWITCH. The only filly nominated 
for this year’s Kentucky Derby made her 
first appearance of 1948 in Keeneland’s 
Ashland Stakes, at six furlongs, on April 
10. There is little chance that she actu- 
ally will start in the spring classic. but 
the Ashland lost no interest because of 
that. 


There was much more of a horse race 
to her winning of the Ashland than any- 
one. excepting perhaps the rival trainers. 
had anticipated. F. W. Hooper’s Silly 
Gyp. a $3,100 Keeneland Summer Sales 
yearling of 1946, gave the Calumet filly 
one of the hardest races of her career. 
She went out of the gate like a base run- 
ner stealing home. Her first quarter in 
:2235. half in :4625. gave her a_ half: 
length lead over the Calumet filly. 

At the head of the stretch Bewitch 
inched into the lead. At most she led by 
a head. At the wire, where her advan- 
tage was substantially shrunken, she was 
a nose in front. In this case a nose, as 
measured by the vertical background lines 
in the official finish photo, was about four 
inches. She had, in effect, won by a nod. 
Silly Gyp’s head was bobbing up at the 
finish, Bewitch’s was bobbing down. 

Less than a length behind them came 
Charlton Clay’s Lea Lark, which also was 
making her first start of the year. She 
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had been third to Bewitch in the Arling- 
ton Lassie Stakes last summer, later had 
beaten Inheritance in an allowance race. 

Trainer Ben Jones said afterward that 
he was satisfied with Bewitch’s race. Be- 
cause of rain, he explained, he had been 
forced to miss a workout with the filly, 
and she had started “short.” 

Besides congratulating themselves on 
the splendid race their filly had run, 
Owner Hooper and Trainer Ivan Parke 
had another reason to be pleased: as re- 
cently as January 23, Silly Gyp had raced 
to be claimed for $7.500. Nobody claimed 
her. just as nobody had claimed *Colosal. 
their Double Event winner, when he was 
on the block prior to the Tropical Park 
stakes.

Her winning 
margin was less than a length, but she 
was eating up ground at the finish, which 
suggests that in the longer races for fillies 
and mares, she will be a strong contender. 
Red Shoes was third. Pipette was fourth. 


SAGGY OVER CITATION. Piquancy 
was added to the Derby broth at the begin- 
ning of the week when Saggy scored the 
upset of the eastern season by beating 
Citation a length in Havre de Grace’s 
Chesapeake Trial Stakes. The son of the 
Equipoise stallion Swing and Sway gained 
an early lead, held his advantage when 
Hefty carried Citation wide. The six fur- 
longs was run in 1:1224 over a muddy 
track. Dr. Almac. Bovard, Fritz Maisel, 
and Hefty, also Derby nominees, were 
unimpressive. Saggy and Citation would 
meet again in the 1,;-mile Chesapeake 
Stakes on April 17. 
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New Races and a Tighter Rein 
Sponsored by Breeders’ Group 


The Breeders’ Sales Company 
nounced this week the foundation of three 
new stakes for 2-year-olds to be run at 
Keeneland’s meetings, beginning in 1949, 
Eligible to the stakes will be the horses 
sold as yearlings at the Keeneland sales 
of the preceding year. 

Each of the stakes will be at six fur- 
longs, weight for age. One will be for 
colts and geldings sold at the summer 
sales, another for fillies sold at the sum- 
mer sales, and the third will be for colts, 
geldings, and fillies sold in the fall sales. 

The sales company will pay the stakes. 
amounting to 1 per cent of the gross paid 
for all yearlings at the two sales during 
the year prior to the races. The colt race 
will have a purse of 1 per cent of the 
gross paid for all colts sold at the sum- 
mer sales. The fillies will compete for 
1 per cent of the gross paid for fillies at 
the summer sales. The stakes for fall 
sales yearlings will have a value of 1 per 
cent of the gross paid for all yearlings at 
the fall sales. 

On the basis of the average gross amount 
brought by yearlings in each of these cate- 
gories during the four years that the 
Breeders’ Sales Company has been con- 
ducting its auctions, the colt stakes may 
be expected to approximate $20,000. The 
filly stakes may be worth around $11,000, 
and the stakes for yearlings from the fall 
sales may have an added value cf about 
$8.900. An estimate based on last year’s 
sales alone would give approximately the 
same expectation for the colt race and the 
race for fall sales yearlings.-about $1,400 
less for the filly race. Starting fees would 
increase these totals. 


The stakes will all be run on a modified 
winner-take-all basis. The only payment 


required of an owner at the time the stakes 
are run will be a starting fee, amount not 
yet determined, which will be divided 
among the second, third, and fourth horses. 

To be eligible for any of the races. a 
horse must have been sold through the 
Breeders’ Sales Company ring. Every 
yearling sold will be eligible for one of 
the three races. 


ESCALATOR. As a means of getting 
consignors to send only their best year- 
lings to the summer sales, the directors 
of the company also announced a new 


basis for the selection of yearlings for 
that auction. 


A resolution adopted without dissent by 
the board of directors on April 13 sets up 
a plan for determining the number of in- 
dividuals to be offered by each consignor. 
The directors resolved— 


. that each consignor to the 1949 
summer sale shall be allowed to 
sell only the same number of 
yearlings as he sells in the 1948 
summer sale which individually 
bring not less than 30 per cent 
of the average of the 1948 sale. 

It is also resolved that any con- 
signor not selling any horse for 
less than 30 per cent of the 1948 
summer sale average is eligible to 
increase his 1949 consignment, 
and this resolution shall not bar 
from the 1949 sale any consignor 
who did not sell in the 1948 sum- 
mer sale. 


Had this policy been in effect last year, 
47 yearlings would have fallen within the 
below-30 per cent category. 


On April 6, day before the Correction, 
two prominent Derby eligibles met in a 
six-furlong overnight race at Jamaica. Ace 
Admiral, from the Maine Chance Farm 
stable, ran determinedly to win by two 
lengths over the Belair Stud’s Whirling 
Fox. Loser Weeper, another Derby pos- 
sible, was a nose behind Whirling Fox.

My Request now has a record of three starts and 
three victories for this year. It places him level,

But My Request has a bolder record: he won 
an easy six-furlong race at New Orleans, as a 
prep for the Experimental. On April 3 he won the 
six-furlong edition of the Jamaica race over some 
of the same 3-year-olds which he beat in the 1;4- 
mile version on April 10. 

He is the first horse to win both sections of the 
Experimental, but the 1;4-mile section has only a 
short history—it first was raced in 1946. But if 
he wins the Derby, too, he will be the first Ex- 
perimental victor at both distances to gather in 
the triple.

Nobody’s Happy at Del Mar; 
Change in Ownership Is Likely 


Los ANGELES 


So you would like to own a race track? 
Well, if you have $1,200.000 and care to 
get in on the top floor for the ride back 
to normal, there is opportunity at Del 
Mar. Applications should be addressed 
to Arnold M. Grant, a New York and Hol- 
lywood attorney, who now is vacationing 
at Palm Beach, Fla. 

There have been denials that the popu- 
Jar seaside course is for sale. There are 
other denials denying the denials. Mean- 
while, a group of San Diego sportsmen is 
going ahead with plans to purchase con- 
trolling interest in the track, and a man 
from Providence, R. L., has a representa- 
tive on the scene, bidding for the property. 


In the light of recent events, sale of 
the course may not be a bad idea, at all. 
When the track changed hands two years 
ago and Bing Crosby and Pat O*Brien 
disposed of their holdings for $670,000, 
Col. Henry Crown, a Chicago millionaire, 
became the major stockholder. He owns 
2,920 shares, but until recently his name 
has never appeared in connection with 
the track. 

From the very start his representative at 
Del Mar has been Grant, who owns 1,050 


shares of stock. Grant’s official title is 
chairman of the board of directors, and he 
is one of the four members of the execu- 
tive committee. Between editions, almost, 
the make-up of the executive committee 
has changed, and it is subject to change 
again without notice. Other members 
were Jerry Giesler and Charles H. Carr, 
both prominent Los Angeles attorneys, 
and General Manager W. H. (Bill) Tun- 
ney. who buttoned the safety pins on Del 
Mar when the track was in its infancy. 
He has been there that long. 


OVERHAUL. Reports that all was not 
sweetness and bliss within the once-happy 
family of Del Mar officials popped up two 
months ago. At that time Grant, announc- 
ing that sweeping changes were to be 
made at Del Mar, started by dismissing 
the public relations firm of Frank Roche 
and Eddie Read. In their place was en- 
gaged the Hollywood movie publicity firm 
of Clark Ramsay and Associates. Among 
their qualifications for a race track pub- 
licity job was the fact that they had 
handled western horse operas for the films. 


In San Diego it proved an unpopular 
move. Sportsmen of the city were sorry, 


but silent. when Crosby and O’Brien 
stepped out. and control of their track, in 
which they had taken a great deal of 
pardonable pride, passed to New York and 
Chicago interests. When Read, a native 
son who had been regarded as much of a 
fixture as Tunney. was dismissed, they 
interpreted it as a move to shove San 
Diego completely out of the picture. 

The San Diego press, led by Sports 
Editor Ken Bojens of the Journal, began 
making disgruntled noises over the situa- 
tion. The papers were still trying to get 
an answer to the question of how a man, 
who had done a splendid job, had suddenly 
worn his usefulness so thin as to reach the 
breaking off point, when more trouble 
popped up in Los Angeles. 

Giesler, the famed criminal lawyer who 
had served as chairman of the executive 
committee and as a member of the board 
of directors for the last two years, suddenly 
tendered his resignation. His reason, he 
said, was “personal,” but the former chair- 
man of the California Horse Racing 
Board, as usual, was quite explicit about 
other points. 


LOCAL OWNERSHIP. One point in 
particular that he stressed was that the 
track, if and when it is sold, should pass 
into the hands of residents of San Diego 
County at a “reasonable price.” This, 
he said, was for the best interests of the 
sport. “The Del Mar race track is not a 
privately owned enterprise,” he said. “The 
property itself belongs to the Twenty-sec- 
ond Agricultural District in San Diego 
County. With the State of California a 
partner in the proceeds, [ definitely feel

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The latter career of a race horse often is an anticlimax to his early years. 
This is especially so with geldings, which fast go into eclipse once they start 
declining. 

But Bulwark. which had no great following in his younger days, at the age 
of 15 has a large and admiring public on the tracks of New Mexico and 
Arizona. The dark bay gelding competes briskly and successfully against 
younger horses. Distance is not his forte, but in sprints he can outbrush many 
of the speedsters which try to match him. 


Part of the Bulwark legend in the Southwest is that the son of *Bull Dog 
—Leghorn, by Celt, has won more than 70 races. This is moderate inflation, 
but the actual facts make a good story. Through February 29 of this year, 
he had won 55 races. Three of the victories came from four starts early in 
1948, his fourteenth season of competition. Besides the 55 wins, he had 44 
seconds and 28 thirds. In 249 starts, he had been one-two-three in more 
than half his :aces. His earnings to the end of February were $64,800. 


Bulwark was bred by Coldstream Stud, and began his racing career under 
the ownership of Dale Shaffer, now master of the Kentucky establishment. 
Since then he probably has had as many owners as he has had years. For 
H. W. Jackson he won the Amsterdam and the Mohawk Claiming Stakes, at 
Saratoga, and jor A. G. Tarn he won the California Turf Foundation Handicap, 
at Tanforan. He has placed in three other stakes. 


He still races to good purpose (three wins and a second in four starts 
this year). Fred Schemmer. of Prescott, Ariz.. now owns him. He is kept 
at the Schemmer ranch most of the time, but sallies forth occasionally to pick 
up oat money. 


He generally is ridden by Jockey F. Becker. Bulwark and Becker form 
one of the Southwest’s favorite combinations. Trainer Pete Davis, shown in 
the photo above. does the conditioning. Jiggs, the stable mascot, takes care 
of the monkey business.

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that control of the track should be in local 
hands with local responsibility.” 

Giesler “deplored” the dismissals of 
Roche and Read who, he said, had done an 
excellent job. 

General Manager Tunney and Don 
Smith, who is a member of the board of 
directors and president of Del Mar Chari- 
ties, are the only remaining residents of San 
Diego county connected with the track in 
an official capacity. Both live in La Jolla. 

Smith is a little miffed over a situation 
that cropped up last year. Only $12,000 
was realized for the Del Mar Charities 
because the charity days were shunted to 
the last week of the season, when the track 
was forced to operate in conflict with Gol- 
den Gate Fields. Attendance and wager- 
ing had fallen off considerably by then. 

Smith, an enthusiastic sports fan. is 
believed to be one of the San Diego rooters 
interested in gaining control of the track. 
Louis A. Pieri, of Providence. who re- 
portedly is financially interested in Narra- 
gansett Park, has also been mentioned as 
a possible buyer. 

Someone suggested that even the loca- 
tion of Del Mar might be changed by all 
the rumpus. It used to be located between 
the mountains and the ocean; now it is 
between the devil and the deep blue sea. 
Grant predicted a few sweeping changes 
for Del Mar. All of San Diego, appar- 
ently, is for that now. 


DUTCH HILL AND SWEEPIDA. When 
Harry C. (Dutch) Hill passed away re- 
cently his death recalled a number of 
stories about a man who had made nothing 
but friends during his short but colorful 
career on the race track. 

Hill was the owner of a doughty geld- 
ing which raced under the sissy name of 
Sweepida. He won the 1940 running of 
the Santa Anita Derby. Sweepida was by 
Sweepster out of Rapida, a *Hand Gren- 
ade mare which Hill had picked up for 
a $40 board bill. 

In the sixth running of the Santa Anita 
Derby, Sweepida went to the post as the 
longest shot in the 17-horse field. His 
odds were $33.30 to $1, and_ probably 
there were only three men at the track that 
day. who believed that Sweepida had a 
real chance to win. One was Dutch Hill. 
Another was the ex-farmer, Larry Staples, 
who trained the gelding. The other was 
Jockey Ralph Neves, who loved Hill with 
the devotion of a son. 

“Win this race,” Hill told Neves in the 
paddock before the Derby parade, “and 
you can have anything I’ve got.” Hill 
owned a diamond stickpin, which he had 
worn for years, and which Neves had 
always coveted. In the winner’s circle 
after the race, Neves reached down from 
Sweepida’s back and plucked the stick 
pin from Hill’s cravat. 

Dutch Hill’s smile never broke for an 
instant, although the diamond was worth 
many thousands.

For impregnation, 


One Solid Vote 


Editors Note. In Tue Bioop- 
Horse of April 3 (page 18), 
Calumet Farm manager Paul Eb- 
elhardt opened a debate on the 
impregnation of mares, taking 
the negative side, with modifica- 
tions. An oral comment heard 
several times after central Ken- 
tucky breeders had read the arti- 
cle was, “He might have some- 
thing there.” 

But the only written statement 
was a strong case in diametric op- 
position to Mr. Ebelhardt’s views. 
It came from Coldstream Stud’s 
manager Charles A. Kenney. Both 
these able young farm managers, 
incidentally, first learned about 
horses under the direction of the 


late John Oliver Keene. 


It is with a degree of hesitancy that I 
have decided to put in my two cents worth 
in answer to the statements of the very 
able Paul Ebelhardt on the value—or the 


reverse—of impregnation of mares. This 
hesitancy in hinged on (1) my own in- 
ability to cope with scientific expressions 
and (2) lack of long years of experience 
in assembling results. However, here’s 
the way I view the situation. 

First off, it is generally known that 
females of many species, including man, 
do conceive as a result of artificial im- 
pregnation. For instance, many farms 
throughout the nation have done away 
with their herd bulls and are having all 
their cows bred artifically. I am told the 
percentage of conception is at least as 
high as from actual covers. It is also 
recognized that mares have conceived by 
artificial means. My information leads 
me to believe, however, that stallion semen 
does not belong out the same day as that 
of bulls in respect to durability. 

As to the practice of artificially impreg- 
nating mares with the residue of semen im- 
mediately after the natural service by a 
stallion, Mr. Ebelhardt’s views and my 
own are at some variance. 

The Calumet manager is distrustful of 
the “abuse” of impregnation. Personally, 
I do not believe that abuses will result, 
providing a competent veterinarian does 
the impregnating, and I do believe that 
Mr. Elebhardt will agree that practically 
all impregnation in the Blue Grass is done 
by competent veterinarians. 


I do not follow Mr. Ebelhardt when 
he states that “it may be a sign that there 
is a good reason she ought not to conceive 
right then” if a mare fails to conceive as 
the result of a natural cover. I suppose it 
is generally admitted that a mare must 
have ovulated before conceiving. Concep- 
tion results, according to my understand- 
ing, as the result of the fertilization of the 
ovum (egg) of the mare by a sperm from 
the stallion. As to any reason, scientific 
or moral, a mare ought not conceive, I am 
in the dark. 


Many mares, of course, are bred when 
not in process of ovulating and are, as 
one consequence, barren from services at 
such times. There is not only no ovum to 
fertilize, but no appreciable relaxation of 
the cervix to allow sperm to enter the 
uterus. The common expression used in 
such cases is: “You couldn’t drive a flax- 
seed in her.” No competent veterinarian 
I know of would endeavor to introduce a 
capsule into the uterus under such condi- 
tions. 

Many barren mares, especially, will stay 
in “false heat” for long periods in the 
spring. Competent horsemen ordinarily 
let such mares go out of heat and come 
back into what they fondly hope is true 
heat before breeding. for it is fairly def- 
initely established that there exists then 
such normal relaxation of the folds of

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the cervix as to permit the entrance of 
sperm, all of which, if alive, are in the 
race to fertilize the mare’s ovum. 

The only reason for impregnation is to 
try to make a sure thing of appreciable 
numbers of spermatozoa getting a “step at 
the gate.” Now, Mr. Ebelhardt really gets 
himself worried along about here, ap- 
parently, since he evidently feels that the 
veterinarian is scraping the bottom of the 
barrel for sperm and winding up with a 
gang of embryo selling platers for candi- 
dates. 

I am not any great shakes with a micro- 
scope myself, but I have failed to note, in 
my humble experience, any difference, 
under low power or high, between the ap- 
pearance of sperm from the whole ejacu- 
late of a stallion and that from the “im- 
pregnating samples.” Scientists highly 
trained in work with spermatozoa have 
indicated to me that they find no differ- 
ence in motility or vitality, either. 

My guess is that Mr. Ebelhardt is very 
possibly confusing the fact that at times 
“impregnating samples” (last end of the 
ejaculate) do not contain so high a con- 
centration of spermatozoa as the whole 
ejaculate. However, my limited experi- 
ence has shown that, in the main, when 
“impregnating samples” constitute as 
much as one-half ounce of semen then the 
concentration of spermatozoa is approxi- 
mately equivalent to that of the whole 


ejaculate. Furthermore, motility of sperm 
is usually slowed down considerably from 
the moment of ejaculation until it is pre- 
pared for microscopic examination. I have 
found this truer in “weak” impregating 
samples than in the whole ejaculate, but 
it has never alarmed me. 


THE Btoop-Horse article states, in 
effect, that “veterinarians have quietly en- 
tertained doubts” regarding routine im- 
pregnation. The particular veterinarian 
who advises me at Coldstream has never 
expressed any doubts, quiet or vociferous, 
about impregnating mares. He _ believes 
impregnation is of considerable assistance 
in getting mares in foal, providing they 


are ovulating and are clean enough inside. 
Otherwise, he believes, they shouldn’t be 
bred at all. He does not, of course, advo- 
cate impregnating nine-day foaling mares 
or maiden mares at time of first service. 
I'll bet on his judgment any time, any 
place. 

One minor point, with regard to mares 
which “suck air.” I don’t believe that 
condition can conceivably be tied up with 
impregnation or failure to impregnate. If 
a mare sucks air she needs clamping or 
sewing up, and that’s that. Routine prac- 
tice is to impregnate such mares (unless 
already infected owing to the condition) 
and clamp or sew, whichever is advisable. 

Regarding impregnations before April 
1 or after April 1, I fail to agree with Mr. 
Ebelhardt. In my humble opinion, for 
instance, a foaling mare (remember we 
don’t impregnate nine-day mares) has 
about as good a chance to get in foal in 
February as she does in July. Barren 
mares (and you can have them) unfor- 
tunately possess more desire than ambi- 
tion early in the year and are usually hell 
to get in foal before they shed off. (Gen- 
erally April 1 or after, at that). However, 
they have been known to ovulate before 
April 1, have been bred and have gotten 
in foal. If a man is sharp enough or 
lucky enough to catch them just right I 
cannot see why impregnation, if of any 
value at any time, should be “dated.”

Taxation Measures 
Improve Racing 


Political issues and activities in connec- 
tion with the General Election occupied 
most attention in Eire recently. Although 
there has been much disagreement as to 
policy. it cannot be denied that the Gov- 
ernment has aided in the prosperity of 
racing and bloodstock breeding. New gov- 
ernments often mean new policies, as 
happened in the changeover from Conser- 
yatism to Socialism in England. What a 
new one in Eire might mean, only the 
future can show. 

When the Government sponsored and 
passed the Racing Board and Racecourse 
Act in 1945, a most important and far- 
reached step was taken. Prior to this 
act, racing was in the doldrums. It was 
found necessary to buttress stakes to the 
tune of £10,000 yearly. The old Tote 
board was just paying its way. 

All this has been changed, as under 
the new scheme large sums of money are 
finding their way back into the country’s 
revenue. Some of it is going back into 
racing and breeding, by way of increased 


stakes, new races, grants to race course 
executives, the payment of shipping ex- 
penses, reduced entry fees, and so on. 

This has been provided by taxes on 
betting. Government revenue benefits, 
because from every bet recorded in the 
very numerous starting-price offices, a tax 
of 74% per cent is deducted by the book- 
maker. This goes into the Government 
coffers. When a wining bet it recorded, 
tax is deducted from the “punter” on the 
gross figure (bet plus winnings). In all 
other cases, void bets excepted, the book- 
maker pays the tax, calculated on the 
amount of the bet. Racing and breeding 
therefore benefits from the tote and from 
the bookmakers. 

Every bet made on the race course is 
likewise recorded by the bookmakers, and 
a tax of 2144 per cent (formerly it was 5 
per cent), is deducted from gross win- 
nings. The layer of odds pays the tax on 
losing bets. 

Added to this is the surplus from the 
new Totalisator Board’s takings after work- 
ing expenses, overhead, and other charges 
are deducted. Ten per cent is deducted 
from all bets. 

Regarding actual figures for 1947, I 
will make a rough estimate of taxable 
monies. as the Racing Board’s fiscal year 
does not end until March 31. If we take 
the tote figure as in excess of £1,000,000, 
and calculate that bookmakers at the 
tracks take in (including point-to-point 


meetings) ten times this amount, and after 
that the starting price bookmakers take 
in five times the tote figure (including 
credit accounts), we have an estimated 
taxable figure of not less than 16 million 
pounds—and the saturation point has not 
been reached. 


A NEW LOOK. The advent of the Rac- 
ing Board has meant that betting is not 
only legal, but it also is “respectable.” 
This board’s personnel is made up of rep- 
resentatives of all the interests concerned, 
and the Totalisator Board is a subsidiary 
body. 

The experiences of two years of opera- 
tion has shown that this scheme not only is 
workable, but that it also is a financial 
success. If criticisms are heard, they 
usually have reference to some ameliora- 
tion in the lot of the average race-goer re- 
garding better grandstand accommoda- 
tions and refreshment amenities. lower 
admittance charges, and so on. 

It also has been advocated that the 
automatic electric tote be substituted for 
the manually operated one, and that tote 
facilities should be increased. One “offi- 
cial” reply to this is that there is no neces- 
sity for a change which would involve 
heavy initial outlay, and also that the 
bulk of tote betting is transacted a few 
minutes before a race gets off. 

My experience is that the heavy money 
is bet with the course bookmakers. The

NEW RACES, MORE MONEY. The 
activities of the Racing Board are seen 
in many ways. In 1948, for instance, head- 
quarters (The Curragh) will have 15 days 
racing. and the Irish Derby (June 23) 
will have £4,000 added, bringing the total 
value of the race to about £10,000. New 
races will include the Tetrarch Stakes, 
for 3-year-olds, £8,000 added; the Pretty 
Polly Stakes, 3-year-old fillies, £1,000 
added: and the Desmond Stakes, 3- and 4- 
year-olds, £1,000 added. Likewise the 
value of the Irish Grand National and the 
Conyngham Cup, at Fairyhouse and Pun- 
chestown, respectively, will show a big in- 
crease this year. These I will deal with 
later. 

The foremost candidates for jumping 
honours have been getting into tip-top 
shape. Cool Customer has won many 
admirers. Despite wretched weather con- 
ditions, excellent racing was enjoyed by 
very big attendances (your regular jump- 
ing fan is tough). 


TOP RIDERS. As with our “leppers,” 
Irish riders, most of whom have gradu- 
ated via the amateur route, are making 


reputations for themselves in England just 
now. 


Favourite for the jockey championship 
is young Brian Marshall, a County Lime- 
rick man with a film star profile. He is 
attached to  Fulke Walwyn’s stable. 
Another star is young P. J. Murphy, at- 
tached to Jack Fawcus’s Wetherby Stable. 
Murphy is a protege of Willie O’Grady, of 
steeplechase fame. Other well known Irish- 
men in the saddle are Vincent Mooney, 
Jack Maguire, P. J. Cahalin, Paddy Doyle, 
J. Monahan, P. Murray, E. Garrington, 
M. Connors, L. McMorrow, Frank O’Con- 
nor, A. P. Thompson, and Tony Doyle. 
You could hardly mistake their nationali- 
ties. 


NEW STALLIONS. Purchased pri- 
vately for 6,500 guineas is Whitehall, a 
4-year-old| by Admiral’s Walk—White 
Lady. Like Blackrock, which has been 
mentioned earlier, his stud fee is a reason- 
able 35 guineas. Both are booked full 
for 1948. 


Mares which have been purchased by 
the Tully Stud are Gauch (by Mieuxce), 
covered by Rockefella, for 4,600 guineas, 
and Camarella (by Cameronian), covered 
by Stardust, for 3,100 guineas. 

Interesting French-breds are Dornot and 
Balkanic. The former, owned by the 
famous Michael Beary, is a 6-year-old by 
Chateau Bouscaut—Collette Bandache, by 


Biribi, second dam Corset by Corcyra. He 
carries three crosses of St. Simon. This 
half brother to The Phoenix has an excel- 
lent racing record in France, but is best 
remembered as the horse which split a 
pastern in the Manchester November 
Handicap of 1946, while he was out in 
front with the race apparently won. On 
that occasion he was the medium of an 
“inspired” French gamble. A big horse 
of imposing stature, he will stand at the 
Dunderry Stud, Navan. 

Balkanic, a 6-year-old bay, is by Plassy 
—Marmona, by Rodosto, second dam Do- 
nine, by *Ksar. He has quite a good 
record in France. A nice looking horse, 
he will stand at the Knockeevan Stud, 
Clonmel. 

Once again I give one of our “old and 
well proved ones.” This is Umidwar, 
which stands at the Tara Stud, County 
Meath. Of all the Blandfords, he is the 
one which most resembles his sire. In 
fact, he is probably the best son of Bland- 
ford standing in the British Isles. A 
Massine horse, with a lovely head and 
crest, he has splendid legs and hocks.

Brann’s Glade Valley Farm, Frederick, Md., where 


his dam, the Selima stakes winner Big Hurry, had 
been sent to be bred to *Challenger 2nd. (The 
result of the mating was the stakes-winning filly 
Bridal Flower.) 

At two he raced for the late Col. E. R. Bradley. 
He gained a stakes placing in the Breeders’ Fu- 
turity, finishing third to Air Sailor and Bymea- 
bond. 

In February, 1945, he was sold by Colonel Brad- 
ley to Gustavo Zepeda Carranza, who had won the 
1944 Derby Mexicano with Seeing Eye. The Mexi- 
can breeder and owner hoped Be Fearless would 
give him a second Derby victory, but the Burgoo 
King colt finished second to Checkerhall. 

Be Fearless has been a good winner for Mr, 
Carranza. Last year he won the Handicap Buen 
Vecino and the Bing Crosby Handicap, placed in 
five other stakes. Prior to the Handicap Gay 
Dalton this year, he was second in the Handicap 
Internacional and the Handicap Buen Vecino.

to a studmaster’s dream, in this country 
at any rate. 

On the second day of the sales, a feature 
of the selling by William Inglis and Son, 
Ltd., was two colts each fetching 3,000 
guineas. 

First to bring this big price was a chest- 
nut colt by Genetout (sire of Columnist, 
one of our best horses) from the im- 
ported mare Port Dombey. which is by 
Portlaw from Florence Dombey, by Cap- 
tain Cuttle. This colt is a half brother 
to the English winner Australian Star, 
which was sired by Noble Star, Port 
Dombey was bred in the purple, being by 
Felcrag, which is now in this country. 
Felcrag traces back to Carbine. 

The second colt to bring 3,000 guineas 
is a most interesting young fellow. He is 
by imported School Tie (by Felstead) 
from a grand race mare named Feminist 
(Pantheon—Loquacious, by Magpie) and 
is now the property of Romano. Both 
Feminist and Loquacious won the Metro- 
politan (13 furlongs). one of biggest 
handicaps run at Randwick. 

This colt is a half brother to Anne- 
Tien-Et, which was sold as a yearling for 
4,500 guineas but was of little account on 
the race course. Let us hope her half 
brother does a little better. This colt was 
among the first of the progeny of School 


Tie to be offered in Australia, and he 
created a favorable impression. 

Ten yearlings by School Tie aggregated 
11.550 guineas, a splendid debut for a 
new sire in any country. Leading Rand- 
wick trainer, Bailey Payten, gave 2,200 
guineas for a colt by Mr. Standfast (by 
Buchan, and a half brother to *Beau 
Pere) from the Heroic mare My Treasure. 
This is a highly interesting blood blend 


which should produce satisfying results to 
all concerned. 

Oceans of money billowed round the 
rostrum on the second day in Sydney 
when the turnover was 96,435 guineas for 
162 lots, averaging 59514 guineas. It was 
another splendid advertisement of the 
buoyancy of the Turf in this country. On 
the opening two day, six colts exceeded 
3,000 guineas, seven sold for more than 
2,000 guineas, and 40 for more than 1,000 
guineas. 


Faroe, an English-bred sire by Sanso- 
vino from Faba, which was travelling to 
Australia, died shortly before reaching 
Adelaide (South Australia) was 
buried at sea. Faroe was on his way to 
Sydney to go to the stud. 

Faroe was bred in 1935 and for some 
years was at Meddler Stud at Newmarket, 
He attained no great fame either on the 
race course or at the stud, but his dam, 
Faba, was a sister to such _ illustrious 
horses as Fairway and Pharos, as well as 
to Fair Isle, which won the One Thou. 
sand Guineas and more than £13,000 in 
stakes. Faroe represented Lord Derby's 
best blood on both sides, in fact the 
“bluest of the blue.” 


Riptide Wins the Juvenile Crown 


Two-year-old supremacy of the season 
in Australia was earned beyond doubt at 
Randwick on March 27 when Riptide 
spread-eagled a field of brilliant juveniles 
in the AJC Sires Produce Stakes. Rip. 
tide started at the good price of 3 to 1 
and scored running away by five lengths. 
His time for the seven furlongs was 1:27, 
but heavy rain had fallen in Sydney for 
two days before the autumn meeting 
opened on March 27.

Riptide is by the successful sire Mid- 
stream, which was imported to this coun- 
try by Percy Miller, famous studmaster 
at Kia-Ora Stud in New South Wales. The 
stakes was worth slightly more than £5,000 
to Riptide. which has won thrice from 
four starts for £7,200 in stakes money. 
If he can stay. he will be the outstanding 
3-year-old next season. 

Ungar (Law Maker—Vienesse). the 
best 2-year-old in Melbourne, is spelling. 
and it will be interesting to see how he 
and Riptide measure up to classic stand- 
ards next season. I think Ungar will 
stay. and it is in his favor that he is rest- 
ing while Riptide has more races to come. 

Riptide. however, did not run between 
October and March and it reacts in his 
favor for future campaigning. I think too 
many good 2-year-olds are over-raced, not 
only here but in other countries, as well. 


NINE IN A PICTURE. There was a 
magnificent finish among nine horses for 
the rich Doncaster Handicap of a mile. 
The camera had to decide all placings 
down to fourth. The print gave the race 
by inches to The Diver, which originally 
raced in Brisbane and is by The Buzzard 
from Land or Sea and is a brother to a 
smart Melbourne galloper named Allied 
Power. 

The Buzzard is by Spion Kop from 
Valescure. the dam of Flamenco. The 
Buzzard, which raced in England under 
the dountful name of The Bastard—it was 
changed after his arrival in this country— 
has sired the winners of more than £100.- 
000 in stakes. One of his daughters, Rain- 
bird, won the Melbourne Cup. 

Fine Fettle (Tudor King—Geyser) was 
second to The Diver, whose connections 
had a great win on him. On the course 
his owner, A. Wolfensberger, a Sydney 
bookmaker, invested more than £3,000 on 
The Diver, whose price shortened to 9 to 1 
after as much as 20 to 1 had been bet. 
Stable people are credited with having 
won more than £70,000. 

Favorite for the Doncaster was Money 
Moon (Manitoba—Lovely Scotland), which 
had every chance with 124 pounds up and 
just missed a place. Money Moon did 
not race as well in Sydney as he did 
earlier in the year in Melbourne and Ade- 
laide (South Australia). 

The Diver won his race with a magnifi- 
cent burst of speed on the extreme out- 
side. Nobody envied the judge his task

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of sorting the placed horses even with the 
aid of the camera. In third place was an 
old friend in Murray Stream (Midstream 
—Hall Mark’s Sister). He is a remark- 
ably versatile fellow from a mile to two 
miles. Midstream has been a great suc- 
cess in this country. He is only a young 
sire, but already his progeny have earned 
more than £130,000 in stakes. 

Columnist (Genetout—Pen Name) was 
hooted to some purpose after he had won 
the Autumn Stakes of 1144 miles from two 
handicappers in Silent and Paktong. He 
had been unplaced a week previously in 
a similar type of race but on this occa- 
sion, his usual rider, Harold Badger, re- 
sumed acquaintance with him. He and 
Badger go well together. 

There was a boil-over in the AJC St. 
Leger, which went to the 25 to 1 chance 
Cronides (Helios—Heroic Line).  Cron- 
ides, ridden by the irrepressible Badger. 
stole the classic show by dashing to the 
front shortly after the start and there he 
stayed until the finish, to the consterna- 
tion of backers and his party as well. 

Lungi (Dhoti—Chapani), stable-mate of 
Cronides, was the stable elect, starting at 
2 to 1, while the favorite at 6 to 4 was 
little Fresh Boy (Revelation—Race Fox). 

The upset was complete. Cronides was 
in the race to make the pace for Lungi, 
but the best-laid plans again went awry. 
Lungi was never a possibility and Cronides 
outstayed Fresh Boy to win by three 
lengths, running the 14 furlongs in 3:0314 
on a holding track. The Diver, by the 
way, ran the mile of the Doncaster in 
1:3814. Columnist ran 114 miles in 2:35. 


TIMES SIX. The attendance on Don- 
caster day at Randwick was 91,500 people, 
which is only 600 short of the record for 
the day established in 1922. Money was 
there in abundance, too, tote returns for 
seven races reached £232,427, which is a 
one-day record for Australia. 

Previous record was £232,304 at Flem- 
ington (Melbourne) in 1945 when Rain- 
bird won the Melbourne Cup. Multiply 
the Randwick tote total by six, and you 
will gain a fairly accurate idea of the 
holdings of the bookmakers at Randwick 
on March 27. 

In Melbourne on March 30, we raced 
at Mentone. It was a tame affair except- 
ing that the brilliant 3-year-old Chanak 
(Hellespont—Studio) won the Ascot 
Thousand of six furlongs in impressive 
fashion with 133 pounds on his back. 

Chanak carried 13 pounds over the 
weight-for-age scale, which gives an elo- 
quent example of his speed and weight- 
carrying ability. Backers made him an 
odds-on chance and they had no worries 
about the result. Chanak has now won 
£12,300, great going for a 3-year-old.

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Easter Monday. the judge would have 
made the Sydney Cup a dead heat between 
Columnist (Genetout—Pen Name) and 
Dark Marne (The Marne—All Dark). 
However, the print from the camera re- 
vealed that Dark Marne had finished the 
better by the tip of a nostril, and he got 
the verdict. 

Pictures of the finish showed hardly any 
difference, and many people thought the 
judge should have given it a dead heat.

Dark 
Marne started well backed at 10 to 1, 
with Columnist firming on the course 
from 14 to 1 to start at 8 to 1.

SILENT BOOKIE. The crowd at Rand- 
wick on Easter Monday aggregated 74,000 
as against 77,000 last year, but they bet 
well as the tote figures soared to £248,488, 
which is a one-day record for the machine 
at any meeting in Australia. 


Bookmakers would hold at least six 
times as much again as the “silent bookie,” 
as the greybeards call the machine here. 


We raced at Flemington (Melbourne) 
on Easter Monday in cold, blustery, au- 
tumn weather. The main event, the J. J. 
Liston Stakes, of a mile, was won all the 
way by a neatly built 3-year-old named 
Flemish by the Italian horse Breughel 
from Good and Gay, with his evergreen 
stable-mate St. Fairy (St. Magnus—Fairy 
Princess) —beaten by half a length into 
second place. 

Old St. Fairy carried 133, and after 
being last into the straight, finished at jet- 
propelled speed to be defeated unluckily. 
Third was the good 3-year-old, Chanak 
(Hellespont—Studio), which proved again 
he is not a genuine miler. 

Flemish has won his last four races and 
will win many more in his present form. 
Promise You (Golden Promise—Nena 
May) finished fast to win the Easter Cup 
of 13 furlongs, which he ran in 2:45. 
Flemish scampered over the mile of the 
Liston Stakes in 1:37, good going at Flem- 
ington. Promise You will be a hurdler 
one of these days. He is owned by A. G. 
Silk, a wealthy fruit merchant in Mel- 
bourne. 

Mr. Silk and his brother Mr. Hyman 
Silk won a race the same day with the 
2-year-old Carbon Copy (Helios—Havers), 
which they bred at their Glen Devon Stud 
near Melbourne. Carbon Copy won the 
Easter Stakes, a seven furlong race for 
2-year-olds, and came almost from last 
to do so. 


A lovely mare named Belle Star (Pow- 
erscourt—Anton Belle, a granddaughter 
of St. Anton), won a mile race by lead- 
ing all the way with 134 on her back. 
She is a rich chestnut and is one of the 
best proportioned mares it would be pos- 
sible to see. And she races as well as 
she looks. Over in Adelaide, the famous 
Great Eastern Steeplechase was run at 
Onkaparinga race course, which functions 
only once a year and is regarded as the 
biggest picnic race meeting in the world. 
It has been in existence for 70 years and 
the crowd on Easter Monday was 70,000, 
an all-time record. 

The Great Eastern Steeplechase of £3.- 
000, run over 314 miles and 31 jumps, 
was won easily by a Melbourne gelding 
named The Feline (Solar Bear—Chau- 
chat). He ran the distance in 6:914, 


clipping two seconds off the previous 
record.
